7. In connection with the call on 17 April from Miss Nancy Grube, Legis- 
lative Assistant to Senator Duff, and after consultation with Mr. Amory, DDI, 
who had discussed the matter with the DCI, I informed Miss Grube that while 
the article in the New York Journal American mentioned a CIA study, that any 
such study which the Senator wished to see would be highly classified and 
could only be released with the approval of the NSC or of the President. I 
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further informed her that any study of the Moscow Conference of October, 

1952, would have been overtaken by recent events and, therefore, of lit- 

tle value. However, if Senator Duff wished a briefing on the Moscow Con- 
ference and subsequent developments, we would be happy to send someone up 
to give the Senator a thorough briefing on this matter. Miss Grube will 

inform us as to the Senator's wishes.
